C. I must protect the blaze. 

Don't allow the blaze to be taken for granted . 
Watch out for firefighters .

D. I must produce the blaze. 

The difference between a good leader and a great leader is passion . 

A passionate leader with a few skills will out-perform the passive leader with many skills. 

Passionate leaders move an organization beyond problems and into opportunities .

You can never start a fire in you ministry unless it is first burning in you . 

Knowing information is valuable, but possessing the fire is invaluable.
